GIGANTIC REPTILES 


Peculiarities or tue Varieties Found In the 
East Indian Country. 


In an article by Rev. J, E. Tenison- 


Woods on the snakes of the Indian 
archipelago, he observes that the cobra 
never exceeds the length of about fif- 
teen feet, and that a larger snake 
with which it is often confused is a 
different 
species, called Hamadryas 


ophiophagus. 
The harnadryas, which 


resemble the cobra in having a hood or 
dilatable neck, attains the length of 
fifteen feet, and feeds chiefly upon, 
lizards and snakes. 
It is arborial in 


its habits, but shows a 'great partiality 
for water, to which it will readily take. 
It is very fierce, ivnd is ready, not only 
to attack, but to pursue human boings. 
Its venom ia nearly us deadly in its 
effect as that of tho cobra. Mr. Teni- 
son-Woods lias licm-il of many instances 
of its ferocious <?liar!U't«r—that is to 
say, of its turning on those who at- 
tacked it, and showing fight. At a 
picnic party (lie says) some officers 
of 
the 
Twenty-seventh 
regiment 


gave 
chase 
t<> 
a 
large 
hama- 


dryad; but they had r-ot gone very 
far when it turned on its pursuers 
and quickly scattered them. It then 
took to the Valor, where it was follow- 
ed by two of the party in a boat; but it 
soou tried tlie effeot of boarding, and 
made the rowers exert their powers to 
get away. 
Mr. Venison-Woods makes 


mention of sea-snakes as being won- 
derfully numerous in all the seas of 
India and China. It is difficult, he 
says, to exaggerate the numbers one 
sees on the surface of the water on 
a calm day. 
"When off the coast of 


Borneo in her Majesty's ship Pegasus 
we had some very fine calm days, when 
the sea was like glass or oil. On every 
side we wen; surrounded by specimens 
of tuese reptiles between two and three 
feet long. I have seen tho same thing 
on many different calm days; in fact, I 
don't know any place where they seem 
more numerous than 
the Bornean 


coasts. I frequently saw nearly as 
large an assemblage in the Philippine 
seas. I should say that bathing was a 
perilous business in these localities, fov 
the serpents are very venomous, and 
there arc many authentic records of 
disastrous results from their bites." 


Mention is then mado of the Python 


reticulatus, or boa. 
This species is said 


to be very numerous, and has a dis- 
agreeable habit of coming to live in the 
thatch of houses, emerging at night to 
take its prey, in pursuit of which it is 
not particular whether this is some of 
the rats and mice of the house or the 
chickens and fowls of tho poultry-yard- 
Mr, Tenison-Woods 
proceeds: "Re- 


cent writers have described the fear 
which the natives have of this reptile 
on account of its sometimes attacking 
man, 
This I can not believe, and wher- 


ever I have been in the Malay penin- 
sula, Java, Celebes and the Moluccas, 
I havo never found the natives much 
afraid of them. As to their swallowing 
a man, or even a large child, the idea 
is too preposterous to be seriously enter- 
tained. 
Neither do I believe that its 


muscular strength is so great as gen- 
erally believed, though no doubt its 
crushing power is considerable. There 
was an instance 
of 
this in the 


Raffles Museum 
at Singapore, 
A 


large living python was kept in the 
show-cases of that museum. It made 
its escape and was found on tho floor 
by the attendant in the morning. 
He 


tried to put it back into tho oase, and 
along struggle ensued. The serpent 
wound itself round the man's body and 
tried to crush him; but the man's 
itrength enabled him to unwind the 
coils with much effort and make hia 
escape. 
I think he said that the length 


of tho snake was about eighteen feet. 
II its strength was of the usual kind it 
will be hard to believe those stories of 
its prodigons crushing power. 
Among 


many specimens brought 'to me at 
Perak.the largest I met with was twenty 
feet long. It had been captured with 
scarcely any violence, so that as a 
specimen it was in beautiful preserva- 
tion and full vigor. The Malays brought 
it up to me in an excited and livid 
state, dragging it along by a small 
bamboo loop fastened behind its head. 
The creature was active, and constantly 
getting more of its head through the 
loop than was safe for the man who 
held him. 
Whilst I was making a bar- 


gain with the captors, it writhed far 
out of the loop and savagely bit one of 
the Malays on tho calf of the leg. 
As 


its teeth are all recurved, they could 
not be immediately disengaged, and so 
the Malays, excited by their comrades 
cries, fell upon it with their long 
knives and hacked it to pieces. The 
head of this serpent, though the reptile 
was of such great length, was not as 
big as a man's hand. The result of my 
inquiries leads me to believe that 
pythons invariably fly from the face of 
man, 
and are formidable to no larger 


animal than the deer and small wild 
boar of the jungle."—St. James1 Qa- 
isctte.

Kicking out a valuable pane of plate- 


glnss to spite the owner of the premises 
is about as honorable a way to take re- 
venge as whipping the little sister of a 
big boy who has "licked" yon. And 
yet instances are of almost daily oc- 
currence. Frequent breakage through 
cussedness, carelessness or accident 
many years ago suggested the organ- 
ization of insurance companies to take 
exclusively this class of risks. England 
was their birthplace, and they emi- 
grated 'to this country about fifteen 
yearegago. There are now tliree cora- 
paniSRioin0; business in this Hue in 
Chicago. 
None of these will touch 


tire risks, but all insure against any 
kind of loss which fire policies do not 
cover. Their plan is to take the im- 
porters' lists of prices, deduct 25 per 
cent, and charge 3 per cent, per an- 
num on the remainder. When there 
is a loss they pay no money, but re- 
place the bro'cen glass at their own 
expense. 
On panes that are worth 


$500 or more they charge i> per cent. 
gross, taking nothing off, because they 
are much more liable to breakage. 


The charge on mirrors is from 3 to 


10 per cent., according to size. 
The 


risks are considered extra hazardous 
because they are largely in saloons. In 
case of breakage they are replaced. 
This plan gives better satisfaction to 
both parties. In this cit}' policies are 
outstanding to the extent of more than 
$1,500,000, but it is estimated that not 
more than one-fourth of the mirroig 
and plate glass are insured. The com- 
panies have an arrangement with the 
glass dealers and importers by wnich 
they get glass at a low figure; but even 
with this advantage they could not ex- 
ist but for the salvage. A mirror 
worth, say, $200 may have a corner 
broken. It can be cut, down in size 
and reframed at a loss of not more 
than 25 per cent, and becomes the 
property of the insuring company. A 
fair estimate of the yearly losses in 
Chicago places them at 1,000, a major- 
ity being the result of pure rneannoss. 
—Chicago Tribune..

At the close of the war lie sent u message 


'jo the legislature, urging that thut body ex- 
press the sentiments of the people of his state 
in favor of allowing the southern states 
representation in congress. 


In 1SOO Governor Parker went back to his 


law practice at Freehold, and retired for a 
short time to private life. Tho constitution 
of the state of New Jersey prohibits a gover- 
nor from running for two successive terms, 
but in 1872 lie was re-elocted and ran 9,000 
ahead of hia ticket. 


In the national convention of 1808 the ' 


Democrats presented his name for president 
and gave him an almost unanimous vote. 
When his term as governor ceased he was 
nominated for attorney general by Governor 
Bedle, his Republican successor, aud was 
immediately confirmed by the Republican 
senate; but he resigned his office, as it inter- 
fered with his practice. The New Jersey 
delegation again brought his name up for 
president in the national convention in 1876. 
In 1880 he was nominated, by Governor Mc- 
Clellan. justice of the supreme court, and 
until his death he presided in the central 
circuit of New Jersey. In 1SSJ ho declined 
to run again .*jr governor.
